Housing  Headaches  .  .  . 

This  year's  large  freshman  class  and  in- 
coming transfers,  which  totalled  thirteen 
hundred  students-300  more  than  last  year- 
caused  some  headaches  in  the  offices  of  the 
Registrar  and  Housing. 

Twenty-seven  new  sections  were  added 
to  courses  in  such  fields  as  English,  history, 
politics,  psychology,  and  sociology,  and 
eighteen  new,  part-time  faculty  were  hired 
in  order  to  handle  the  increased  number  of 
students,  according  to  Registrar,  Dudley 
Marsh. 


Julie  Glavin,  Director  of  Residence  Life, 
said  recently  that  housing  problems  were 
caused  when  the  resident  atrition,  or  rate 
of  withdrawal,  turned  out  to  be  much  lower 
than  projected. 

The  overflow  of  female  residents  was 
temporarily  accommodated  by  the  use  of 
Towers  Lounges,  faculty  apartments  in 
O'Connor,  and  the  addition  of  another  bed 
to  some  rooms. 

Although  no  male  residents  were  assign- 
ed to  temporary  housing,  the  male  resi- 
dence halls  were  at  full  capacity  for  the  first 
time  in  the  school's  history. 


Nursing  At  FSC? 

About  800  area  registered  nurses  who  ex- 
pected to  begin  work  toward  a  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  nursing  in  the  fall  were  disap- 
pointed this  year.  Framingham  State  College 
had  planned  to  implement  the  nursing  pro- 
gram in  a  part-time  basis  in  conjuction  with 
the  Continuing  Education  department.  The 
problem  was  that  the  college  assumed  that 
the  switch  from  full  time  to  part-time  cur- 
riculum would  be  handled  as  it  had  with 
other  programs  in  the  past.  Nursing  was 
originally  slated  to  be  a  full-time  program, 
but  eliminated  due  to  lack  of  funds. 

The  latest  proposal  would  provide  for  the 
program  to  be  offered  through  Continuing 


Education  on  a  self-supporting  basis  with 
no  cost  to  the  Commonwealth.  The  colleges 
collaborating  with  Framingham  (Boston, 
Fitchburg,  Salem,  and  Worcester)  already 
offer  the  major  in  Nursing  as  part  of  their 
regular  program.  The  colleges  concerned 
are  now  working  under  the  coraborative 
organization  which  aims  to  have  Framing- 
ham offer  the  needed  general  education 
and  liberal  arts  requirements  making  use  of 
staff  from  the  other  colleges  to  deal  with 
professional  nursing  courses  and  clinical 
experiences. 

President  McCarthy  had  hoped  that  FSC 
would  have  its  own  nursing  program.  He 
stated  that  the  cooperative  nursing  program 
can  answer  the  area's  needs  temporarily. 
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Mini  Course 

The  Mini  Course  Program  was  developed 
to  facilitate  small  groups  in  which  people 
could  share  leisure  time,  interests,  skills  and 
hobbies  outside  of  the  classroom.  It  was  also 
an  excellent  opportunity  for  commuters  to 
become  directly  involved  in  campus  social 
life.  The  courses  were  open  to  all  students 
at  minimal  or  no  cost  with  an  additional  $2 
per  course  charge  for  non-students. 


Funding  for  this  program  was  made  pos- 
sible through  a  portion  of  the  College  Cen- 
ter Trust  Fund  Budget  entitled  Life  Skill 
Workshops. 

The  Mini  Course  Program  was  developed 
through  the  Student  Activities  office  in 
conjunction  with  the  Special  Programs 
Committee  of  The  Student  Union  Board. 
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Fire 

More  than  300  students  of  Larned  Hall 
were  evacuated  early  one  February  morn- 
ing when  a  fire  reportedly  caused  by  an 
electrical  appliance,  occured  on  the  north 
side  of  the  sixth  floor. 

Norman  Macintosh,  RA,  discovered  the 
blaze  at  1:10  a.m.  while  investigating  the 
blackout  of  his  television.  Macintosh  saw 
smoke  coming  out  from  under  the  door  of 
Room  630,  where  the  fire  started,  and  im- 
mediately alerted  the  two  residents  of  the 
room  who  were  asleep. 

The  Framingham  Fire  Department  re- 
sponded at  once  and  extinguished  the  blaze 
within  one  half  hour  according  to  a  Fire 
Department  spokesman. 

College  Administrators  and  Fire  Depart- 
ment officials  have  not  been  able  to  esti- 
mate the  exact  amount  of  damage,  but  a 
precise  figure  was  to  be  released. 

Students  living  on  the  north  side  of  the 
sixth  floor  were  unable  to  return  to  their 
rooms  after  the  fire  because  of  excessive 
smoke  damage,  and  were  housed  in  friend's 
rooms  or  empty  rooms  in  Larned  Hall. 

Ms.  Julie  Glavin,  director  of  Residence 
Life,  stated  that  a  number  of  fire  safety  regu- 
lations were  violated. 


Food  Poisoning 


On  Friday  November,  4,  a  number  of 
Framingham  State  College  students  became 
ill  on  what  was  suspected  to  be  food  served 
in  the  Student  Center  Cafeteria. 

Approximately  200  students  were  taken 
to  the  infirmary  and  released.  Twenty  stu- 
dents were  taken  to  the  Framingham  Union 
Hospital  and  released.  According  to  a  ques- 
tionairre  sent  out  by  Assistant  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents, Wendy  Noyes,  391  students  reported 
they  got  ill. 

At  the  time  it  was  not  known  what  was  the 
cause  of  the  sickness.  State  and  local  health 
officials  and  an  inspector  from  the  Con- 
tagious Disease  Division  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Public  Health,  were 
brought  in  to  investigate.  They  immediately 
shut-down  the  cafeteria  but  upon  complet- 
ing their  inspection  they  found  the  cafeteria 
in  order,  with  no  sanitation  violations. 


On  November  17,  the  Gatepost  reported 
that  the  college  physician,  Doctor  Robert 
Sumner  believed  the  illness  to  have  been 
caused  by  toxins  from  staphyloccus  ingested 
with  food.  In  a  report  released  on  February 
2,  1978  from  George  Waterman,  M.D.,  the 
Assistant  Director,  Division  of  Communi- 
cable and  Veneral  Diseases,  for  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health,  Dr.  Waterman  stated:  Be- 
cause staphylococcus,  phase  type  6/47/ 
54/75  was  isolated  from  a  burn  on  the  hand 
of  one  of  the  foodhandlers,  and  because  of 
the  clinical  findings,  of  those  who  were 
ill,  he  fully  agreed  with  Dr.  Sumner's  find- 
ings. He  went  on  to  state  that  it  is  entirely 
possible  to  have  only  a  relatively  small  of  the 
food  contaminated,  and  have  no  pathogenic 
organisms  isolated  from  the  food  samples 
examined. 
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Baird  Affair 

Speaking  for  the  administration,  Dr.  D.  Justin 
McCarthy,  FSC  president,  denied  charges  the 
administration  made  any  efforts  to  block  abor- 
tion rights  advocate  Bill  Baird  from  speaking  at 
the  college. 

The  charges  were  made  prior  to  Baird's  lec- 
ture April  10  by  Roland  Van  Liew,  former  SUB 
member. 

Van  Liew  charged  the  administration  made 
two  efforts  to  block  Baird  from  speaking  pre- 
viously and  made  a  third  attempt  this  time  to 
stop  him  from  speaking  in  addition  to  telling 
Baird  the  reason  he  could  not  appear  at  FSC  was 
that  a  room  was  not  available  at  the  college. 

Van  Liew  also  charged  the  public  was  barred 
from  a  lecture  for  the  first  time  since  he  was  on 
SUB,  and  South  Middlesex  News  was  allowed  to 
attend  only  after  strong  pressure  to  let  them. 

Van  Liew  told  the  South  Middlesex  News  that 
FSC  is  "a  state-supported  college,  supported  by 
public  funds,"  and  that  "they  have  no  right  to 
keep  the  public  out." 

Pres.  McCarthy  responded  by  saying  they 
have  every  right  to  keep  the  public  out  from  an 
activity  paid  for  by  FSC  students  if  allowing  the 
public  in  threatens  the  possibility  of  FSC  students 
attending  and  that  Baird  was  brought  to  the 
campus  by  FSC  students  funds  and  not  public 
funds. 

Assistant  Dean  of  Student  Activities  Susan 
Siegal,  had  been  named  as  the  main  person  in- 
volved in  the  Bill  Baird  affair  by  Roland  Van 
Liew. 

Van  Liew  said  that  Dean  Siegal  told  him  Baird 
could  not  speak  at  FSC  because  he  was  Bill  Baird, 


and  that  she  requested  him  to  call  Baird  and  tell 
him  that  a  room  was  not  available. 

Dean  Siegal  said  that  she  opposed  Baird  speak- 
ing at  FSC  because  she  felt  he  would  have  an  ad- 
verse effect  on  the  college  community.  She  felt 
she  had  to  think  of  the  college  as  a  whole  and 
that  some  people  might  have  been  offended  by 
Baird's  appearance. 

The  signifance  of  the  charges  and  answers  in 
the  Baird  affair,  Van  Liew  stated,  was  that  the  ad- 
ministration found  out  they  cannot  tell  students 
who  they  could  have  speak  and  who  they  could 
not  have,  because  if  they  do  the  students  will 
use  their  student  government  and  lawyer  to 
make  sure  their  rights  are  kept  up. 


Damage  Fee 


FSC  Student  Government  Association 
President  Patricia  Coulter,  charged  the  col- 
lege of  misusing  the  damage  fee  account. 

The  damage  fee  account  is  composed  of 
the  $50  damage  security  deposit  each  dor- 
mitority  student  pays  yearly. 

Ms.  Coulter  said  "It  appears  that  funds  in 
the  account  are  being  carried  forward  from 
one  year  to  the  next,  students  are  not  re- 
ceiving interest  on  their  deposits  and  the 
account  has  been  used  for  $24,000  loan  to 
the  dormitiory  authority  account,  which 
pays  the  salaries  of  maintenance  personnel." 
The  college  claims  $17,692  were  used  for 
repairs  since  September." 

Barry  Walker,  SGA  attorney,  said  "In  ef- 
fect it  appears  to  us  the  damage  account  has 
been  treated  as  some  kind  of  excess  ac- 
count from  which  disbursements  can  be 
made  willy-nilly  to  finance  other  obliga- 
tions." 

Frank  Haley,  director  of  fiscal  affairs,  said, 
"The  Board  of  Trustees  gives  us  the  author- 
ity to  carry  funds  forwarded  from  one  year 
to  the  next,  and  added,  "It  is  done  this  way 
at  all  state  colleges." 
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Dorm  Security 

Due  to  a  tightening  up  of  security  around 
campus  the  Housing  Office  came  out  with  a 
interim  parietal  security  ruling  in  Decem- 
ber. "Policy  During  Hours  of  Desk  Cover- 
age" 

1.  All  guests  of  residents  must  sign  in,  and 
leave  a  valid  ID  or  Driver's  License  with  the 
desk  receptionist. 

2.  ID'S  will  be  returned  upon  signout. 

3.  ID'S  not  reclaimed  when  desk  recep- 
tionist goes  off  duty  will  be  available  in  the 
Campus  Police  office  or  returned  by  the 
desk  receptionist  when  coverage  resumes 
the  next  morning. 

"Policy  During  Hours  When  Desk  Is  Not 
Covered" 

1.  In  order  to  be  admitted  to  a  residence  hall 
back  to  the  front  door  is  locked,  all  students 
must  report  to  Campus  Police  with  their 
guests. 

2.  Campus  Police  will  keep  the  ID  or  Drivers 
License  of  guests  in  the  Campus  Police  Of- 
fice. ID'S  not  reclaimed  will  be  given  by  the 
Campus  Police  to  the  desk  receptionist  in 
the  morning. 

And  if  that  wasn't  bad  enough  we  were 
further  told,  "Residence  Hall  Director's  will 
be  reviewing  parietal  violations  daily  and 
forwarding  repeated  violators  to  the  All 
College  Judicial  Board." 


With  the  new  regulations  posted,  security  tightened  and 
desk  sitters  were  required  to  ask  all  visiters  for  valid  id's. 
Many  cheerfully  complied  with  these  wishes,  but  others 
seemed  unsatisfied  with  the  new  rules.  Ladies  and  gents 
alike  must  become  accustomed  to  the  phrase,  "Do  you 
have  an  id?" 
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SUB  Overspending 

In  a  3V2  hour  emotion  filled  session,  the  Stu- 
dent Senate  voted  to  loan  the  SUB  $10,000  so 
the  SUB  could  continue  to  provide  program- 
ming on  this  campus  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

The  evening  session  climaxed  a  week  of  worry 
and  frustration  for  the  leaders  of  SUB  because 
the  SGA  was  opposed  to  giving  the  SUB  the 
money  after  it  had  totally  spent  its  $52,720  bud- 
get for  this  academic  year. 

The  plan  which  was  accepted  by  the  Senate, 
after  four  others  had  failed,  called  for  the  SGA  to 
loan  SUB  the  money  and  have  that  group  repay 
the  $10,000  at  the  beginning  of  next  semester 
from  their  budget  which  will  be  allocated  by  the 
SGA. 

The  program  of  SUB  spending  more  money 
than  they  had  realized  April  3  when  Jeanette 
Neilsen,  the  SUB  Chairperson  and  Susan  Mel- 
pignano,   the   SUB    treasurer   were   going   over 


their  organizations  class  and  club  account  books 
to  prepare  for  next  years  budget  requests. 

Miss  Neilsen,  in  an  interview  with  the  Gate- 
post before  the  Tuesday  meeting  said,  "We  have 
overspent  our  budget.  We  did  the  same  number 
of  programs  allowed  by  the  budget,  but  we  ex- 
panded some  of  the  programs." 

Because  of  the  overspending  SUB  had  to  cut 
some  programs  that  were  not  contracted  for 
and  they  raised  the  price  of  tickets  for  other 
programs  to  help  make  up  for  the  lost  income. 

The  $10,000  SGA  allocated  to  SUB  was  to  be 
to  complete  programs  for  the  rest  of  the  year 
which  were  expected  to  cost  $8,300.  The  addi- 
tional $1,700  was  to  be  used  for  unforeseen 
expenses  according  to  Miss  Neilson. 

SUB  treasurer,  Susan  Melpignano  said  the 
overspending  of  the  budget  "was  a  bookkeep- 
ing error,  and  not  intentional." 


Flu  Epidemic 

A  virus  infected  the  FSC  campus.  It  had 
substantial  impact  on  both  resident  com- 
munity and  the  academic  activities  of  the 
college. 

The  resident  cafeteria  makes  prepara- 
tions for  approximately  1,100  at  the  lunch- 
time  meal.  On  Tuesday  Feb.  14  only  951  stu- 
dents partook  of  the  midday  offering.  In 
the  evening  the  resident  cafeteria  only 
served  1,025  meals  as  compared  to  the  nor- 
mal preparation  of  14,895  meals. 

Headcounts  were  taken  in  each  of  the 
dorms  to  determine  the  number  of  stu- 
dents complaining  of  ill  health.  As  of  Wed. 
Feb.  15,  at  least  625  students  out  of  an  ap- 
proximate dorm  total  of  1,500  claimed  to 
be  suffering  from  the  effects  of  the  flu.  Resi- 
dents of  Peirce  and  Horace  Mann  openly 
admitted  that  over  half  of  their  dorm-mates 
were  suffering  from  the  bug. 


The  Nurses'  office  worked  a  double  shift 
around  the  clock  in  hopes  of  coping  with 
the  sudden  attack. 

There  was  evidence  that  the  flu  bug  was 
present  on  campus  before  the  snowstorm 
that  froze  Massachusetts,  but  the  sudden 
and  rapid  spread  of  the  flu  through  the 
resident  community  was  apparently  due  to 
forced  inactivity  the  storm  created. 

Because  of  the  widespread  effect  of  the 
flu  throughout  the  residential  community 
the  college  urged  those  suffering  from  the 
virus  to  go  home  rather  than  stay  around 
because  of  their  school  work.  There  was  no 
academic  penalty  imposed  on  those  stu- 
dents who  missed  school  during  the  week 
of  Feb,  13  and  any  tests  or  exams  sche- 
duled during  that  period  were  given  an- 
other date. 
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The  Great  Blizzard  Of  78 

The  Great  Blizzard  of  78  brought  amounts 
of  snow  that  Massachusetts  hadn't  seen  in 
years.  Record  high  numbers  of  inches  were 
reported  all  over  the  state.  The  blizzard  was 
a  crippler  to  say  the  least.  Massachusetts 
along  with  several  other  New  England  states 
were  declared  disaster  areas.  Traffic  on 
roads  was  banned,  roads  were  impassable, 
schools  and  businesses  were  closed  for 
days. 
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In  finding  the  meaning  of  what  it  means  to  be 
an  Administrator  of  a  college  or  University,  and 
particularly  what  role  the  administrators  of  Fram- 
ingham  State  College  play  as  concerns  it's  stu- 
dents, we  only  have  to  look  at  the  definition  of 
the  verb,  "to  administer."  Among  the  defini- 
tions: to  manage  affairs,  to  to  bring  into  use  or 
operation,  to  make  application  of,  we  find  one 
which  seems  to  describe  the  College  Administra- 
tor's job  most  aptly,  "to  give  aid."

Corresponding  with  the  eventful  football  season,  three 
members  of  the  Men's  Tennis  Team  were  presented  trophies 
for  "runner-up"  positions  in  the  Massachusetts  Association 
of  State  Colleges  Athletic  Conference.  P. J. Mallon  received 
an  award  for  singles-B  division  and  the  team  of  Dan  Massey 
and  John  Petries  received  theirs  for  the  doubles-B  division. 

With  due  respect  to  the  females  on  campus,  field  hockey 
had  its  heroines.  One  such  star  was  Kathy  Bush  who  was 
named  the  team's  "Most  Valuable  Player".  Another  heroine 
of  the  team  and  of  the  sport  was  Annie  Callahan  who  was  the 
"Unsung  Hero"  of  the  team. 

Perhaps  the  most  electrifying  athletes  of  the  basketball 
season,  Tony  Lake,  showed  all  season  why  he  deserved  to  be 
considered  the  league's  slam-dunk  champ.  Lake  highlighted 
his  own  season  by  being  named  player  of  the  week  because  of 
scoring  30,  28,  and  30  points  in  three  straight  games. 

On  the  flip  side  of  the  coin,  women's  basketball  had  their 
share  of  glory-getters.  Chris  Kelly  won  the  M.V.P.  award  and 
will  be  a  co-captain  next  year  as  a  junior.  The  "Unsung  Hero" 
award  went  to  Denise  Huxley  who  will  also  be  a  junior  next 
year  and  on  the  team. 


On  the  FSC  hockey  team,  there  were  many 
outstanding  athletes.  Of  special  note  is  that 
Captain  Bob  Gordon  missed  being  a  multiple 
division  Ail-American  by  two  votes.  Other 
mentionables  include:  the  E.C.A.C.  Rookie  of 
the  Week  of  Feb.  25-Kurt  Wenzell,  and  an 
E.C.A.C.  Allstar  for  the  week  of  Jan.  25-Preston 
Bourdreau. 

The  baseball  teams'  M.V.P.  and  leading  hitter, 
Mark  Daneau,  finished  the  year  with  a  solid  .397 
batting  average.  Mark  also  led  the  team  with  six 
doubles  while  playing  errorless  ball  in  left 
field. 

The  women's  softball  team  also  had  their  share 
of  major  contributers  in  the  persons  of  Holly 
Veum  and  Jeannie  O'Donnell. 
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If  the  season  could  have  started  the  way  it  ended  for  the  1977  Rams, 
it  might  have  gone  undefeated.  Perhaps  the  only  way  to  temper  a  6-7-1 
final  record  is  to  realize  that  the  final  three  games  of  the  season  were 
victories,  two  by  shut  out. 

The  unproductive  offense  was  a  problem  during  much  of  the  early 
going.  The  Rams  could  manage  only  one  goal  in  their  first  four  games, 
which  came  in  an  exciting  double-overtime  tie  against  Castleton  State.
